REPUBLICAN CONVENTIONS TODAY. 
Henry Count At Cambridge 
Thirteenth Congressional....At Champaign 


' Springfield, III., March 27.—[Special.]—At 
the meeting of the Republican committee 
for the Seventeenth Congressional District 
today the Congressional convention for the 
district was called for April 7 at Taylorville. 
This is the earliest date possible and the 
action of the committee was taken in con- 
sideration of the effect the proceedings of 
this convention is expected to have on the 
State convention at Peoria. | 
When the Sangamon County primaries 


were held the bitter fight between the Cul- 


lom and Tanner forces resulted in two coun- 
ty conventions and contesting delegations 
not only to the State, but also to the Con- 
gressional and Senatorial conventions. San- 
gamon has twenty-two delegates to the State 
convention, and whether the Cullom or Tan- 
ner delegates are seated at Peoria may have 
considerable to do with the result of that 


gathering. 
Same Questions Arise. 
As the contesting delegations to the Con- 


| gressional and Senatorial conventions were 


chosen by the same county conventions 
which sent the contesting delegations to 
the State convention the same questions 
arise as to their legality as to the Peoria 
delegates. Cons equently the Cullom leaders, 
who expect to control the Congressional! con- 
vention, have called it In advance of the 
State convention in order that a ruling on 
the regularity of their delegation to it may 
be had before the Peoria convention and tho 
result at Taylorville may be used before the 
Committee on Credentials of the State con- 
vention. The argument to be made is that 
inasmuch as the Congressional convention 
found the Cullom delegates regular, conse- 
quently the Sangamon County convention 
which sent them to Taylorville was the regu- 
lar gathering for that county, and the dele-

. Cullom Men in Control. 

The committee meeting today was pre- 
sided over by Chairman J. Otis Humphrey, 
and the other membes present were Rich- 
ard C. Latham, County; B. F. Cor- 
nell, Christian County; and Edgar Dant, 
Menard County. C. 8. Hankins, Macon 
County, the only other member, was ab- 
sent. A majority of this committe is in 
favor of the reélection of Senator Cullom 
and of his indorsement by the State con- 
vention.

SIDNEY A. KENT SERIOUSLY ILL. 


New York Specialists Called to His Sum- 
mer Residence in Connecticut for 
Consultation. 


Suffield, Conn., March 27.—[Special.]—Sid- 


ney A. Kent of Chicago is dangerously ill 


at his summer home on the West Suffield 
road, where he has been with his family 
for several months. Of late Mr. Kent's 
condition has grown critical and New York 
specialists held a consultation today. 


In former years Sidney A. Kent was one of 
the foremost grain lators in Chicago 
and was prominent in organizer of vari- 
ous companies. It Was by his efforts that the 
various gas companies of Chicago were or- 
ganized Into the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company. Mr. Kent first made his fortune 


as a member of the old Chicago Packing and 


Provision company and augmented it by in- 
vestments in the Santa Fé railway. Mr, 
Kent came to Chicago in 1854 and secured & 
clerkship with the firm of Savage, Case & 
Co. In 1856 he started in business for him- 
self as a commission merchant, later engag- 
ing in the fur business. In 1859 he became 
a packer, forming with his brother Albert the 
firm of A. E. Kent & Co, In 1872 the firm 
was reorganized as a stock company under 
the title of the Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision company. Mr. Kent was elected Presi- 
dent. .He resigned from the Presidency in 
1888 owing to the stress of other duties. Mr. 
Kent has been a member of the Board of 
Trade since 1856, serving many years in 
its directory. In 1869 with B. P. Hutchinson 
he organized the Corn Exchange Bank. He 
was also a member of the American Trust 
and Savings Bank and a large holder of trac- 
tion company stock, as well as a director of 
the Santa Fé railroad, West Chicago Street 
railroad company, the Union Iron company, 
Kirby-Carpenter company, and Illinois Steel 
company: He has made several donations to 
the University of Chicago, and Kent Theater 
and Kent Chemical Laboratory were named 
for him. | 


GIVE CHLOROFORM TO FAMILY. 


Burglars Administer Anesthetic to 
Mrs. John Bandemer and Her Five 
Children and Ransack House. 


Burglars chloroformed Mrs. John Baride- 
mer and her five children yesterday morn- 
ing, took what money there was in the house, 
and then went to the residence of W. H. 
Churchill, an insurance man, and stole all 
his official papers, stamps, and seals. 

The Bandemer family lives at First street 


and Seventeenth avenue. John Bandemer is 


employed on the night shift at Nortog Bros.’ 
factory. Entrance was gained through the 
cellar, and the first Mrs. Bandemer knew of 
the burglars was when one of them pressed a 
cloth saturated with chloroform to her nos- 
trils. She tried to scream but was forced 
back on the bed. After a hard struggle 
against the influence of the drug she ceased 
and the burglars believed her unconscious. 
Watching for an opportunity she ran from 
the room and out on to the front porch, where 
she was followed by the burglars, who saw 


her drop to the porch floor, over¢ome by the 


chloroform she had inhaled. Chloroform 
had been administered first to the five chil- 
dren. 

The house was ransacked, but the only 
article missing was à purse containing $10. 

The burglars had left the house when Mrs. 
| the ehildren, who 
soon recovered consciousness.. Mrs. Bande- 
mer is confined to her bed and is considered 
to be in a serious condition. 

The children, who are from 6 to 14 years 
old, did not hear the burglars. 

Mr. Churchill lives at First street and 
Twelfth avenue.

Harlem Circle of King’s Daughters and 
Oak Park Associated Charities 
Help a Cripple. 


Through the zeal of the Circlé of King’s 
Daughters of Harlem and the agency of the 
Oak Park Associated Charities Albert 
Kropinsky, a young Harlem resident, will 
have soon a pair of artificial feet to replace 
his own, which he lost by freezing a year 
ago last winter. The women who have the 
soliciting of funds in hand—Mrs. G. J. Charl- 
ton, Mrs. W. 8.

Discouraged, he turned back to Har- 
lem. One cold night in Wisconsin he 
crawled into a haystack to sleep. That night 
he contracted pneumonia and froze both 
feet. He was cared for by a farmer’s family 
and recovered from the pneumonia, but both 
feet had to be amputated. 

His Wisconsin benefactors sent him home 
to Harlem, and there his old neighbors are 
testifying their kindness by literally putting 
him on his feet again. 


HAMMOND FUGITIVE IS CAUGHT. 


Thomas Lowney, Who Attacked Jailer 
and Escaped, Arrested at His 
House in Chicago. 


Sheriff Lawrence of Hammond yesterday 
recaptured Thomas Lowney, who, with 
Charles Carlson, assaulted Jailer Thiem and 
escaped from the Hammond jail on Monday.

WEALTHY MEN GU STOKE 


ELEVEN CONTRACTORS HELP 
JOHN TAIT SAVE A COSTLY JOB. 


Representatives of Firms, Worth in 
the Aggregate $4,000,000, Don 
Aprons and Wield the Mallet and 
Chisel—Strikers Left the Firm with 
Unfinished Work on Its Hands— 
Macedonian Cry Is Heeded—Spend 
More for Cigars than They Earn. 

— 


Eleven wealthy stone contractors, whose 
firms have an aggregate capital of more 
than $4,000,000, are working in the yards 
of the John Tait Cut Stone company at 
Thirty-fourth and La Salle streets. They 
are engaged in hard manual labor as 
an evidence of their loyalty to a common 
cause, and after more than a week's ex- 
perience with the mallet and chisel, have 
proved to their own satisfaction that their 
right hands have not lost their cunning. 

If they were cutting stone for union wages 
ench man would get-rot more than $3 a 
day, as the rules of the Stonecutters’ union 
fix the scale at this time of the year at this 
amount, with a day of six hours. After 
April 1 the Tait company would expect its 
force to put in eight hours a day and would 
pay $4 a day. At the rate of $3 a day the 
pay roll of the company would show an ex- 
penditure of about $300 since it secured the 
services of its present force. Some of the 
comractors, who have been blistering their 
hands, spend more for cigars each day than 
they are earning with the mallet and chisel.

Tait Left with a Contract. 

Two months ago the journeymen stone- 
cutters were locked out of the yards of the 
Tait company on account of differences be- 
‘tween the associations of contractors and 
workmen. Mr. Tait abided by the decision 
of his associates, hoping the trouble would 

settled at an early date, or soon enough 
for him to finish a contract he had on hand. 
When it became apparent that the differ- 
ences might not be adjusted for several 
months Mr. Tait became alarmed. He saw 
he was in danger of losing a large amount 
of money if he did not fill his contract on 
time, and he appealed to his fellow-contrac- 
tors for assistance. They responded in the 
only way open to them, by putting on aprons 
and going to work in the yards. , 

A board fence incloses the space where the 
contractors are working, but does not shut 
off the public gaze. It is said the contrac- 
tors found it necessary to wear gloves while 
handling tools and that they have been 
unable to work more than four hours a day. 


Tlaait Tells of His Help. 


Mr. Tait, who lives in a brown stone house 


in Grand boulevard, said “ I had a contract 


on hand to deliver a large order of cut stone 
for a residence now in course of erection in 
Indiana avenue. The time for: delivery, of 
the stone drew near, and 
ploy non-union labor, and to how the union 
men that we could get along without them, 
my friends came to me to work. . 

“They are practical stonecutters, or were 
in their younger days. In my time of need 
they donned the overalls and went with me 
to my yards. For more than a week we have 
been at work, where every one could see 
what we were doing. Iam happy to say that 
my contract will be filled, and that without 
yielding an iota to the demands of the union 
men or without employing strangers. From 
this time on the contractors who have so 
generously aided me will go to work in the 
other yards and help other contractors finish 
contracts on hand. | 

“I estimate that more than $900 in wages 
would have been paid by me to the stone- 
cutters for the last week's work had not 
this strike occurred, and that is a fair aver- 
age of the losses they will suffer from the 
other yards. 

A year ago the untons ordered that all 
the machinery in stone yards, except saws 
and rubbing beds, be abolished. Their plea 
was that it took work away from the men 
who cut stone by hand. The effect of that 
order was to put out of use more than 6110, 
000 worth of valuable machinery that had 
been purchased by various yards in the city. 
We objected to the order, but were com- 
pelled to yield. Now the unions need not 
look to us. We are done with them.“

Warlike Preparations Said to Be Due 
to the Attitude of the 
Porte.

LONDON, March 28.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Odessa says: 

“There is no longer any doubt of the 
object of the warlike preparations now be- 
ing completed in south Russia. Nearly a 
quarter of a million troops are already 
mobilized for active service, and the Black 
Sea squadron, with transports, is held in 
instant readiness. The tension of the rela- 
tions between St. Petersburg and the Porte 
becomes every day more acute, and the po- 
sition is looked upon with the gravest pub- 
lic apprehension. If Turkey is supported by 
Germany and should prove stubbornly in- 
tractable with regard to Russia’s conces- 
sionary demands in Asia Minor, serious com- 
plications must inevitably ensue. The Rus- 
slan garrisons on the Caucaso-Armenian 
frontier have been increased to fouffold 
their ordinary strength and equipped for 
active service.

. Dr. Hillis’ statement, which he dictated, is 
0 read the Chicago dispatches in 
the morning papers. I need not say that 
they have caused me no little surprise and 
pain. Dr. Herrick Johnson of the McCor- 
mick Theological Seminary is an old and 
friend» As a student for the ministry 
I joined the Presbytery of Chicago at 20 
years of age. There I received my academic 
training; there I pursued my professional 
studies; in those pastorates I had the pleas- 
ure of seeing two new and large churches 
constructed, and I came to love my asso- 
ciates in the presbytery with a great affec- 
tion and where I love I love deeply. Nat- 
urally I have been somewhat unwilling to 
sever all relations with my past life, and 
as no objection was made on the part of 
Plymouth Church I retained my membership 
in the Presbytery of Chicago. 


Liberal Views Known. 


“My liberal views, however, have been 
well known in that city. For years my ser- 
mons have been published in full in the 
various journals. Some years ago, when 
the matter of a revision of the confession 
of faith was up, I worked in season and 
out of season, with voice and pen and per- 
sonal influences, to bring about the excision 
from the Creed of the passages in the Con- 
fession to which I referred in the sermon 
on last Sunday on ‘The Automatic Judg- 
ment Seat in Man.’ As a delegate to the 
General Assembly in 1894 I spoke and voted 
for the retention of Professor Henry Smith, 
who was expelled from the church at that 

bly for his liberal views. I have, 
therefore, never concealed my ideas, and 
my dissent from certain sections in the 
Creed and what little light I have had has 
not been hidden under a bushel. 

“Indeed, because of my plea for tolera- 
tion, liberty, and charity, I was called to 
succeed Dr. Noyes, who defended Pro- 
fessor Swing when Dr. Patton tried the 


latter for heresy. Four years later, when 


Professor Swing died, I succeeded him as 
pastor of the Central Independent Church 
in Central Music Hall. When I entered that 
pulpit I went to Dr. Gray, editor of the In- 
terior, and told him that I wished to leave 
my withdrawal froin the presbytery in his 
hands; that I feared there might be some 
little dissension over the presbytery’s ac- 


tion in permitting me to assume the pas- 


torate of Professor Swing’s church; that I 
did not wish to be an occasion of disturb- 
ance or dissension; and that I desired him, 
in the event of my membership being the 
cause of annoyance to any member, to pre- 


sent my withdrawal from the presbytery 


whenever he thought it wise. 


Theological Professors Objected. 
“It is only fair to Dr. Johnson and his as- 
sociates in the Theological Seminary to say 
that for years they have objected to my po- 
sition. Four years ago the students of the 
McCormick Senimary asked me to give my 
lectures on John Ruskin, and His Message 
to the Twentieth Century,’ but the faculty 
vetoed their request, after I had accepted 
the students’ invitation. The faculty feared 
that my liberalism would fall like a heavy 
frost on the tender theological plants. The 
next year another committee of students 
brought a second invitation, and again the 
request was vetoed by the committee in 
charge. The third year two students waited 
upon me with a like invitation, and I then 
declined, lest there be new embarrassments. 
The attitude of my old friends in the theo- 
logical faculty is therefore not new. Dr. 
Johnson is a grand old Puritan, a great 
teacher, unyielding as granite in his convic- 
tions, and I not only admire and revere, but 
love him. And now that he has taken this 
position against me, I recognize with great 
sorrow and pain that he will never recede 
nor withdraw. But his harsh criticism of 
his old pupil, and his statement that he finds 


nothing but evil in the influence of my pres- 


ent views and teachings, shall not blind me 
to the great good in him. I had hoped that 
the time had come when differences in re- 
gard to the doctrine of retribution were tol- 
erated in the presbytery of Chicago. 

No teacher of Christ should be a source of 
Irritation and annoyance, and if the pres- 
bytery of Chicago finds my present member- 
ship a matter of embarrassment I shall of 
course put aside my personal affection and 
my old ties and go out from it. 

“It is the penalty that every man who be- 
lieves in toleration and charity must pay. 
He stands for non-resistance;- he cannot, if 
he wish, and he would not if he could, try 
for heresy those who teach the doctrine of 
the retribution and foreordination of certain 
men to everlasting death. Nor can he resist 
when others attack him ‘for choosing the 
Soespel of love and interpreting the divine 
S0vernment as parental, or penalties. as 
medicinal, and rejecting that passage in the 
creed ending with these words: By the de- 
cree of God some men and angels are fore- 
ordained to everlasting death. And these are 
Particularly and unchangeably designed and 
their number is so certain and definite that it 
Cannot be either increased nor diminished.’ 


Retains His Own Liberty. 

“I know not how others may feel, but 
Rave they conceded liberty to my old in- 
Structors to teach that, I do not propose to 
lose my own liberty in denying it.“ 

Do you regard yourself as a heretic?” 

“No, I think if there is any heresy it ts 
the other side, but I am too liberal to 
Wish to prosecute my Chicago friends for 

beliefs.“

BERLIN, March 27.—The secret session 
of the Navy Budget committee was devoted 
to an exchange of views between the mem- 
bers and the government representatives 


regarding foreign politics and comparisons 


of the fleets of the great powers. 

It was decided to maintain secrecy dur- 
ing these deliberations, because of the 
nature of the details which Count von 
Bülow, Admiral Tirpitz, and Baron von 
Thielmann furnished.

SAD FATE OF LIBERIA, NAVY. 


Two Boats, Comprising Entire Fleet of 


African Republic, Destroyed 
by Accidents. 


LONDON, March 27.—Mall news received 
here from Monrovia, the capital of the 
African Republic of Liberia, announces the 
extinction of the Liberiannavy, consisting of 
two gunboats. It is added that the Rock- 
town was sunk in the harbor of Monrovia 
on March 10, while the Gorronomah was 
capsized in the St. Paul River, where it 
was going to be overhauled. The loss of the 
gunboats, which cost about $140,000, will be 
seriously felt by the government of Liberia, 
which probably will be unable to replace 
them. 


The Rocktown was a steel gunboat, so 
called, rigged as a fore and aft schooner, 
and having one smokestack. It was 100 feet 
long, had 20 feet beam, was said to be able 
to steam 12 knots, and mounted one six- 
pounder quick-firing gun and three machine 
guns. 

The Gorronomah was a steel vessel, 98 
feet 6 inches long, with a displacement of 150 
tons and an estimated speed of 12 knots. 
Its armament consisted of one six-pounder 
quick-firing gun, one three-pounder quick- 
firer, and two brass saluting guns. 

It was built at Belfast in 1892 and the 
Rocktown was launched at Rotterdam in 
1894.

St. Johns, N. F., March 27.—The deter- 
mination of Mr. Bond, the new Premier, to 
revive the Bond-Blaine reciprocity conven- 
tion will probably provoke trouble with 
Canada, as the Dominion is seeking to make 
similar terms with the British government.

LIGHT ON GOEBEL CASE. 


CULTON, ONE OF THE SUSPECTS, 
TALKS TO PROSECUTION. 


Information Given by Man Charged 
with Complicity in the Killing of 
Kentucky’s Claimant Governor, but 
the Nature of the Supposed Confes- 
sions Is Not Made Public—Secretary 
of State Powers Is Held to the Grand 
Jury Without Bail. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 27.—There were 
some startling developments in the Goebel 
assassination case today.

It was reported at the time that Culton 
had made some kind of a confession, but 
later tonight it developed that the informa-_ 
tion gained was not as sweeping in charac- ~* 
ter as it was at first reported. 

Culton’s friendsisay his statement was not 
in the nature ot a confession, but admit that 
he gave the prosecution such Information as 
he had, and which had heretofore not come 
out. 

Powers Held Without Bail. 

Meanwhile Secretary of State Caleb Powers 
was held to the grand jury without bail, mo- 
tions for his release being overruled. The 
defense submitted no testimony. Culton and 
Davis waived examination. Davis will be ad-

Release Refused Powers. 

Soon after the fourth day of the examining 
trial of Secretary of State Caleb Powers be- 
gan former Governor Brown for the defense 
announced that no testimony would be in- 
troduced and that his client would waive 
further examination. 

The pardon issued to Powers by Governor 
Taylor was tendered by Mr. Brown as a bar 
to the prosecution, and he asked that the 
defendant be dismissed. Colonel Campbell 
said the commonwealth denied Gevernor 
Taylor’s right to issue a pardon at the time 
the pardon was granted. 

Governor Brown moved that the prisoner 
be dismissed upon the evidence. The motion 
was overruled. Bail was asked for. Judge 
Moore said. 

It is not my belfef that Powers fired the 
shot which killed Governor Goebel, but from 
the evidence it is my opinion that he was 
connected with the conspiracy to kill him. 
I shall therefore order that he be held over 
without bail to the Franklin County grand 
jury that the case may be investi- 
gated.”’ 


Others Waive Examination! 


After the Powers case had been disposed 
of Judge Moore asked if the commonwealth 
was ready to take up one of the other cases, 
that of Captain John Davis or William H. 
Culton, who are also charged with being 
accessories to the murder. ; 

When Attorney Polsgrove announced that 
the commonwealth was ready to proceed 
with the trial of either Culton or Davis 


Attorney Ramsey, Culton’s leading counsel, 
announced that his client would waive his 


examining trial, and by agreement with the 
attorneys Culton will remain at home with 
his sick wife, under private guard. 

In the case of Captain John Davis, Attor- 
ney Dunlap, for the defense, stated that the 
defendant would waive examination, and 
that an agreement had been entered into 
that bail should be fixed for Davis at $5,000. 
The court then entered an order admitting 


Davis to bail. 


Arrest in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., March 27.—E. J. Martinez, 
who has six aliases, according to loca) offi- 
cials, was arrested here today charged with 
conspiring to prove a false story of the 
shooting of Goebel at Frankfort, Ky., on 
Jan. 30. 

Marinez claimed that the murderer of 
Goebel was John M. Davidson of Glasgow, 
Ky., who killed himself at Springfield, Mo., 
on Feb. 18. Martinez claimed to have a con- 
fession from Davidson which involved prom- 
inent Kentuckians. It is charged that Mar- 
tinez instigated false affidavits to support 
the bogus confession. 

Martinez attempted to sell his story with 
his documents to local newspapers and their 
investigation showed the whole thing to be 
a fake.“

Salaries Paid by the Municipality, 
Amounting to $246, Fall Into One 
Coffer, Never Being Divided—Repub- 
lican Ticket Contains Three Candi- 
dates, All Relatives. 


Romeo, Will County, III., on the drainage 
canal, has returned to a feudal state, and 
the house of Brockman is set against the 
house of Keig. H. F. Brockman, head of 
the house of Brockman, former Mayor of 
Romeo, is the nominee of the Independent 
People’s branch of the Republican voters in 
Romeo for Mayor. His son-in-law, H. F. 
Smith, is the nominee for Town Clerk, and 
‘his son, David H. Brockman, is one of the 
nominees for trustee. His brother-in-law, 
David Barnes, is not the other nominee, be- 
cause Mr. Brockman did not wish to drag 
his relations into politics. There are no 
other elective town offices. “ 

John J. Keig, head of the house of Keig, 
is Mayor of Romeo. He is also justice of the 
peace and postmaster. His son, Marshall 
Keig. is lighter of the town lamps and cus- 
todian and janitor of the town hall. There 
are no other appointive offices. Mr. Keig 
will be candidate, on another branch of the 
Republican ticket, for reélection to as many 
of his offices as are elective, and for reap- 
pointment to as many as are appointive. The 
other twenty-seven voters of Romeo are in- 
terested in the elections merely as parti- 
sans. 


Keeps Out All Nepotism. 


“The delegates wanted to nominate my | 


brother-in-law, David Barnes, as one of the 
trustees,” ‘sald Mr. Brockman yesterday, 
“but I said that I did not want to get the 
family into politics, I thought that with the 
brother-in-law in it was coming it pretty 
strong, 80 I sat down on that and so did 
Dave. We had to put my son-in-law in be- 
cause he was the only one that understood 
“how to be Town Clerk. He was Town Clerk 


when I was Mayor, and there isn’t any one 


else that knows how to be. Then they had 
to put my son on as trustee, because, you 


see, there are so many men in Romeo who 


cannot vote of hold office and there are only 
a few who can.” 

Romeo politicians can give many reasons 
to justify the holding of the town in feudal 
tenure by one family, and the justification 
is not in might, but in necessity. It is said 
| t there is no political bailiwick outside of 

ohannesburg in which franchise is so lim- 
ited and outlanders so numerous propor- 
tionately. as in Romeo, on the drainage canal. 

Two booms have struck Romeo and the 
outlanders followed the booms. One was in 
the fall, when quarries for the rolling mills 
at Joliet were opened, bringing a population 
ot forty, all foreigners, to the town. The 
other was recently when the Chicago pool- 
rooms were transferred there. The large 
number of outlanders leaves the election of 
town officers in the hands of thirty-two en- 
franchised burghers. 

Another reason is financial. The salary of 
the Mayor of Romeo is $60 a year. As post- 
master in the past he has made from $2 to 
$3 a week, but with the extension of free 
delivery the position is worth more than 
double to the holder. Marshall Keig, son 
of the Mayor, has a salary of $60 a year as 
lighter of the town lamps and as custodian 
and janitor ot the town hall he gets $2 and 
$8 a month for the work in the two omces. 
As justice of the peace the Mayor makes 


what he can. The trustees get $1.50 a meet- | 


ing, and they meet once a month. The Town. 
Clerk gets $50 a year.

The receipts of the town come from two 
saloons, which are nursed as infant indus- 
tries upon suggestions from Chicago. These 
jointly yield $1,000 a year, and in addition the 
town raises $25 a year in taxes and gets 
$22.55 from both Du Page and Lockport 
tewnships, in which it lies. There is only 
one street, and that requires no repairs. 
Outside of the kerosene sireet lamps there 
are’ no expenses except salaries. : 

The Chicago bookmakers are considered 
modest men who make no noise, who go 
there every day over the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe special train, thereby incre .s- 
ing the transportation facilities of the vil- 
lege, and who spend their money in the 
saloons and support the institutions which 
support the town. With a recital of such 
facts the Romeo politicians justify feudal 


tenure, 
‘Office a Family Affair. 


The offices have been held by the house 
of Brockman or the house of Keig ever since 
the incorporation of the village. Mr. Brock- 
man is the pioneer resident of Romeo. He 
has charge of a grain elevator for a Joliet 
firm, and he decided that he would let the 
offices which he held go to Mr. Keig and 
devote himself to business. That was three 
years ago, and Mr. Keig has been the 
‘Town of Romeo since. Mr. Brockman now 
says his friends do not like the policy of 
the present town government and want him 
to run, with his family, for the ‘offices— 
in accordance with which they are now,nom- 
inated. 

Mayor Keig is traveling in the South and 
Was not present when the House of Brock- 
man was nominated. Adherents of the lat- 
ter house say he has been gone since the 
pooirooms came. Keigites say he has been 
gone a.year for his health. In the absence 
of. Mayor Keig Mrs. Keig is Acting Mayor 
and acting postmistress. At the conven- 
tion whch nominated Mr. Brockman Mrs. 
Keig was nominated by the other faction 
for Mayor as proxy for Mr. Keig, but it was 
understood that the nomination could not 
stand and would have to be repeated in 
legal form. 

Another Attack on Keig. 

While Mr. Brockman, his son, and his 
son-in-law are after the elective offices, a 
quiet attack is being prepared for the post- 
mastership, and the oldest saloonkeeper, who 
is a Republican, hopes to succeed Mr. Keig, 
who is a Democrat. In the event of the 
saloonkeeper’s success he will open a gro- 
céry. store and put his wife and daughter 
in to tend store and the mails, while he 
manages the saloon. Success all along the 
line will consolidate the municipal, county, 
and federal offices and the mercantile and 
Saloon properties. 

“TI should not have gone into it,” said 
Mr. Brockman, “if people had uot come 
to me and said they did not like the way the 
town was going. Keig is away. He has 
been away ever since the pool rooms came 
to Romeo. He came back only once. That 
was when his niece got married. He noti- 
fied the pool men they would have to stay 
out of town that day. They did stay away. 
The next day he left and they came again. 
He appointed his son the lamplighter, and 

that way his family gets double the money 
out of the town that we used to. I got $60 
@ year, and he gets that and his son gets 
another $60 for lighting the lamps. They 
nominated his wife for Mayor after I had 
been nominated, but I guess he will be nom- 


dmated himself.”

MYSTERY IN RICH MAN’S DEATH. 


Evidence of Violence in @ase of Brook- 
lyn ufacturer Who Died 
in Florida. 


New Tork 
prise was created in Brooklyn this after- 
noon when the secret leaked out of the 
Coroner’s office that William Henderson, 
a wealthy mineral water manufacturer, who 
went to Florida two months ago with 
Hugh McLaughlin, the Democratic boss of 
Brooklyn, and a party of friends had met 
death by violence. The body of Mr. Hender- 
son was shipped here on March 17 last, and 
the announcement Was then made that he 
had died of heart disease.

News reached Brooklyn on March 16 that 
Henderson had died of heart failure. It was 
said that his body was found outside his 
room in the morning, and it was believed he 
had died while summoning aid. : 

The family engaged Undertaker Andrew 
J. Curran, and while he was preparing to 
embalm the body he discovered a clot of 
blood on the head and a numbef of cuts. 

The family decided to have the body in- 
terred in a vault temporarily.

Correspondence with Germany. 

In the case of Germany, while forwarding 
the same declaration as was submitted 
to the British government, the phraseology 
was somewhat varied. In this case Mr. Hay 
refers to assurances given by the Berlin gov- 
ernment through our Am or, when 
Germany leased Kiao Chou and adjacent 
territory in Shan Tung, that our treaty 
privileges conferred by China would not be 
infringed or impaired. Stil], as the exact 
nature and extent of certain railway and 
mining privileges in that country made the 
subject of a treaty between Germany and 
not been clearly defined, 
the declaratigh is presented for approval by 
Germany ‘ bécause it is possible that seri- 
ous conflicts of interest may at any time 
arise not only between British and German 
subjects within said area but that the in- 
terests of our citizens may’ also be jeopar- 
dized thereby.“ The German government 
is also reminded that the Emperor of Russia 
has made a declaration of his purpose to 
open Talien Wan, and the codperation of 
Great Britain and Japan is confidently ex- 
pected, 

Assurances Given 

Under date of Dec. 4 Charge Jackson at 
Berlin cabled the first | response as 
follows: | 

“I have just had a conversation with 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, who 
stated that the politics of Germany in the 
extreme Orient are de facto the politics of 
the ‘open door,’ and Ge y proposes to 
maintain this principle in the future. Ger- 
many does not wish the question to become 
the subject of controversy between the dif- 
ferent powers engaged in China. She thinks 
it would be advantageous for the United 
States government to confer with other 


European governments having interests in 


China. If the other Cabinets adhere to the 
proposal of the United States government, 
Germany will raise no objection and Ger- 
many ts willing to have the government of 
the United States inform these other Cabi- 
nets that no difficulty will come from her 
if the other Cabinets agree. 

It was Feb. 19 before the formal answer 
of the German government ¢ame, based upon 
a promise that satisfactory written replies 
had been received by the government of the 
United States from all the other powers ad- 
dressed. Complying with the wish to give 
its answer in writing, Count von Bülow 
wrote as follows: 1 

“I have the honor to inform your Excel- 
lency, repeating the statements already 
made verbally, as follows: = recognized by 


the government of the United States of 
America, according to your Excellency’s 
note referred to above, the imperial govern- 
ment has, from the beginning, not only as- 
serted but also practically carried out to the 
fullest extent, in its Chinese possessions, 
absolute equality of treatment of all nations 
with regard to trade, navigation, and com- 
merce. The imperial government entertains 
no thought of departing in the future from 
this principle, which at ce excludes any 
prejudicial or disadvantageous commercial 
treatment of the citizens of the United States 
of America, so long as it is not forced to do 
so, on account of consid fons of reciproc- 
ity; by a divergence from ft by other govern- 
ments. If, therefore, the other powers in- 
terested in the industrial development of the 
Chinese Empire are willing to recognize the 
same principles, this can only be desired by 
the imperial government, which in this case 
upon being requested will gladly be ready 
to participate with the United States of 
America and the other powers in an agree- 
ment made upon these lines by which the 
reciprocally secured.”’

- Invitation to Russia. 

The invitation to Russia to subscribe to 
the agreement was prefaced by a recital of 
the Russian assurance that American inter- 
ests in that part of Chine would not be 
affected by the lease of Port Arthur, Tallen 
Wan, and adjatent territory: and a state- 
ment that, however gratifying such an as- 
surance might be, the business world of the 
United States much désired a further, clear- 
er. and more formal definition. 

The Russian answer, reciting the promises 
to Dalny (Talien Wan), which it had re- 
deemed by opening that port, pledges itself 
in the following language: 

“ As to the ports now opened or hereafter 
to be opened to foreign commerce by the 
Chinese government, and which lie beyond 
the territory leased to Russia, the settle- 
ment of the question of customs duties be- 
longs to China herself and the imperial gov- 
ernment has no intention whatever of claim- 
ing any privileges for its own subjects to the 
exclusion of foreigners. It is to be under- 
stood, however,-that this assurance of the 
Imperial government is given upon condition 
that a similar declaration shall be made by 
other powers having interests in China. 

With the conviction that this reply is 
such as to satisfy the inquiry made in the 
aforementioned note, the imperial govern- 
ment is happy to have ¢omplied with the 
wishes of the American government, espe- 
cially as it attaches the highest value to 
anything that may strengthen and consoli- 
date the traditional relations of friendship 
existing between the two countries.” 


Short Note from France. | 
The French note was exceedingly brief. 
It was received Dec. 16 last from M. Del- 
casse, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, by 
Ambassador Porter, and is as follows: | 
The declarations which I made in the 
Chamber on the 24th of November last and 
which I had occasion to recall to you since 
then show clearly the sentiments of the gov- 
ernment of the republic. It desires through- 
out the whole of China—and, with the quite 
natural reservation that all the powers in- 
terested give an assurance of their willing- 
ness to act likewise—to apply in the terri- 
tories which are leased to it equal treat- 
ment to the citizens and subjects of all na- 
tions, especially in the matter of custom 
duties and navigation dués, as well as trans- 
portation tariffs on railways.” | 
Reply of Count Venosta. 
Italy was addressed on the subject on Nov. 
17, in view of the important and growing 
commercial interests of Italy and eastern 
Asia.”” On Jan. 7 of the present year, after 
the Italian government had been duly in- 
formed that all the other powers had given 
a favorable reply, Count Venosta pledged 
Italy in this language: | a 
take pleasure in saying that the gov- 
ernment of the King adheres willingly to 
the proposals set forth in said note of Dec. 9.“ 
The correspondence of Japan was made up 
of two notes—the invitation and the answer. 


Pledge Made by Japan. 

The pledge, as put by Minister of Foreigti 
Affairs Siuzo, is as follows: 

I have the happy duty of assuring your 
Excellency that the imperial government 
will have no hesitation to give their assent 
to so just and fair a praposal of the United 
States, provided that all the other powers 
concerned shall accept the same.” 

Last Note to Representatives. 

The last act in the negotiations, that which 
elinched the agreement, was the dispatch 
to our diplomatic representatives at the 
capitals of the several countries concerned 
of identical instructions, couched in the fol- 


lowing terms: 
“ Department -of State, Washington, D. 
C., March 20, 1900.—Sir: The ——.govern- 


ment having accepted the declaration sug- 


rested by the United States concerning for- 
eign trade in China, the terms of which I 
transmitted to you in my instruction No. 
— of —, and like action having been 
taken by all the various powers having 
leased territory or so-called ‘ spheres of in- 
terest’ in the Chinese empire, as shown by 
the notes which I herewith transmit to you, 
you will please inform, the government to 
which you are accredited that the condition 
originally attached to {ts acceptance—that 
all other powers concerned should likewise 
accept the proposals of the United States— 
having been complied with, this government 
will therefore consider the assent given to 
it by —— as finel and definite. - 

“You will also transmit to the er 
for Foreign Affairs copies of the t in- 
closures and by the same occasion convey to 
him the expression of the sincere gratifica- 
tion which the President feels at the suc-

VIEWS OF THE BRITISH PRESS. 


“ Open Door “ Negotiations, Says the 
Daily Mail, Showa Triumph 
for McKinley. 


LONDON, March 28.—The Daily Mail in an 


editorial dealing with the cabled extracts 
from the correspondence between the United 
States government and European powers 
upon the question of the open door ”’ policy 
in China, says: 

“ America has forever renounced the pol- 
icy of the hermit. She pledges herself to 
take a leading part in the greatest task of 
the coming cenitury—the reform of the 
Chinese Empire. The attitude of the United 
States has a cryptic, but yet weighty warn- 
ing, for the merchants of Europe, who have 
hitherto thought it desirable to bolster their 
trade by all manner of restrictions of com- 
petition. America in her foreign trade dis- 
regards competition, and some day she will 
learn the same lesson for her home trade. 
It is a triumph for President McKinley.” 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘ From Eng- 
land it was only to be expected that the an- 
swer would be favorable, but that Russia 
should have replied that she is happy to 
comply with the wishes of the United States 
bears eloquent testimony to the position 
which the latter power has assumed in the 
councils of the world.“ ' 

With American aid, the Daily Chronicle 
thinks England can regenerate China. The 
editorial goes on to compliment Secretary 
Hay for appreciating the enormous advan- 
tages of the trade in the far East, averring 
that with the Nicaragua Cana! Atlantic 
manufacturers, in point of distance, will 
have the same advantage over Liverpool 
shippers that the Liverpool shippers now 
have over them. 

The Standard says: The policy of the 
United States was one of passive watchful- 
ness, while Lord Salisbury was fighting for 
the opend door’ in Shan Tung and Man- 
churia. The Americans came upon the scene 
only after British diplomacy had won its 
victories. The adhesion of France and Rus- 
sia is interesting. The real value of such 
assurances, which in no wise alter existing 
conditions, will only be seen when the dis- 
ruption of China comes to pass.“ 

The Daily News, which also claims for 
Great Britain the credit of inaugurating the 
open door policy, nevertheless congratu- 
lates Secretary Hay and the United States 
upon the adhesion of Russia, remarking, 
however, that it will in all cases be well to 
suspend judgment until the full text of all 
the assurances is obtainable.“ 

The Times says: The government and 
people of the United States are to be con- 
gratulated upon the successful achievement 
of a considerable service to the world. The 
credit of having formulated the open door 
policy belongs to England, but the honor of 
winning for it the formal acceptance of the 
powers has fallen to our American kins- 
men. 


„Nowhere outside the United States will 
this signal success of American diplomacy 
be welcomed so gladly as itis here. Secre- 
tary Hay has contributed in no small de- 


gree to weaken the grounds of serious inter- 


national complications, pregnant with dan- 


ger to the world’s peace. 

It is perhaps doubtful whether the united 
action which Washington anticipates as a 
means of procuring reforms in China is 
within the range of practical politics, but 


we must hope for the best.“ |

were seeking to intimidate non-union men. 

The Kester Electric Manufacturing com- 
pany signed the agreement of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists yester- 
day, according to the statement of Stuart 
Reid, national organizer. 

W. D. O’Brien of the Building Contractors’ 
council made the statement yesterday that 
there were 178 buildings in process of con- 
struction in the city and an abundant sup- 
ply of labor was available. 

A representative of John Péirce, who 
holds the subcontract on the new federal 
building, says no work will be attempted 
while the labor troubles exist. 

Frank Skoborg, a striking tailor, was fined 
$10 by Justice Martin for assaulting Henry 
Olsen, a non-union tailor. : 

Labor troubles may cause some delay in 
the changes which were ordered to be made 
in the rooms of the Board of Review. 

The bricklayers’ and masons’ nationai or- 
ganization will give $30,000 a week to mem- 
bers in Chicago who are striking. The con- 
tributions will begin next week. President 
Gubbins said last night that National 
President William Klein had approved a 
circular letter recommending the financial 
support of the local unions in the United 
Staies and Canada. 

William McClafferty, a machinist at the 
plant of Fraser & Chalmers, and E. J. 
Stutz, a millwright, formerly employed at 
the plant, became involved in an argument 
over labor troubles last night at Twelfth 
and: Leavitt streets. McClafferty was 
knocked down. Stutz was arrested. 


Stand by Chicago Builders. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 27.—The master 
builders of this city and representatives of 
the local labor unions discussed today the 
labor troubles in Chicago. A resolution was 
adopted by the master builders expressing 
sympathy with the builders of Chicago. 

Victor Falkenau, representing the contrac- 
tors of Chicago, addressed the meeting. He 
was severe in his sweeping indictment of the 
men who composed the unions. 

P. J. Maguire, General Secretary of the 
Allied Carpenters and Joiners of America, 
followed with a criticism of some of Mr. 
Falkenau's charges, but said that he would 
not indorse malicious exercise of arbitrary 
power. He declaréd that strikes and talk 
of strikes menaced the industrial welfare of 
the nation, 

Will Not Aid Chicago Strikers. 

Toronto, Ont., March 27.—[Special.]—The 
Toronto branch of the International Ma- 
chinists' union decided tonight not to call a 
sympathetic strike to assist the striking ma- 
chinists in Chicago. It decided to demand 
an increase of 12% per cent in wages for 
Canadian workmen. This will make the min- 
imum for machinists 224% cents an hour, and 
for die strikers and tool workers 27% cents 
an hour. 


Charge Women and Man with Marder. 

An indictment for murder was voted by the 
grand jury yesterday against Mrs. Ella Smith, 
who shot and killed Annie Strother, cashier of 
Swan's restaurant, 150 Twenty-second street, on 
March 20. Eva Luckett, colored, was indicted on 
a charge of killing Sadie Hamilton, a white 
woman, by throwing a lighted lamp at her. The 
Hamilton woman died of burns. An indictment 
was voted against Charles E. Lutz on a charge of 
murder, On March 1, at 504 West Madison street, 
Luts shot and killed Mrs. Margaret Lutz, his 
sister-in-law, and shot and wounded his brother.

pisyé, and that we bemoam the frequency with 
which Christian people so ally themselves with 
such unholy traffic as to patronize confectionery 
stores, ice cream parlors, and barber shops on 
God's holy day, whereas the drift of the age is 
so licentious as to vitiate our social atmosphere, 
inaidiously pollute our literature, and corrupt our 
ar 


t. 

Resolved, That we denounce the license which 
Public officials allow to vice; that we protest 
axainst the publishing of immodest and cor- 
rupting posters and pictures, and that we deeply 
regret the growing disregard of the sanctity of 
the marriage tie and the increase in divorces. 

A resolution was adopted calling on Con- 


gress and the President, in their use of 
civil and military powers in the newly ac-

LAWSON BUYS OF FEEHAN 


PUBLISHER SECURES CHURCH LOT 
| IN LAKE SHORE DRIVE. 


= 


Lies Between Burton Place and North 
Avenue—A Handsome Residence Is 
to Be Built, and There Is Space for 

an Elaborate System of Walks and 
Gardens—Tract Is in a Historical 
Part of.Chicago—Price Paid for the 


Property In $125,000. 


Archbishop Feehan, representing the 
Roman Catholic Bishopric of Chicago, made 
a sale yesterday of a part of the square of 
vacant land abutting on the Lake Shore 
drive and lying between Burton place and 
North avenue. In the past he has sold other 
lots in the vicinity from the church’s hold- 
ings, but he never before has consented to 
part with any portion of the ground directly 
facing the lake. 

Victor F. Lawson is the purchaser, through 
the agency of Dunlap Smith, securing one of 
the finest residence sites along the drive— 
the northwest corner of Burton place. At 
the diagonally opposite corner of the same 
tract stands the Archiepiscopal palace, fac- 
ing Lincoln Park. * 

The corner lot sold to Mr. Lawson by the 
Archbishop has a frontage in the Lake Shore 
drive ot 108½ feet and depth and frontage in 
Burton place of 168 feet. The transaction 
— for a sixteen-foot alley on the west 
botindary line. The price paid for the prop- 
erty was $125,000, or about $7 a square foot. 


Mr. Lawson Wiil Build. 

-Mr. Lawson intends to build a handsome 
residence on this property, and there is suffi- 
cient space for laying out an elaborate sys- 
tem of walks and gardens. When the house 
is completed it will command an uninter- 
rupted view of Lake Michigan. Property in 
this residence section is regarded by real 
estate men as growing rapidly more valuable, 
and owners are not inclined to part with 
their holdings except at high prices. 

When Dunlap Smith was given a commis- 
sion by Mr. Lawson to secure him one of the 
best sites on the Lake Shore drive there 
seemed little possibility that he would suc- 
ceed in securing a corner of the property in 
Archbishop Feehan's block. The completion 
of the purchase is followed by the statement 
that not another foot in the block is to be had 
at any price. A close adviser of the Arch- 
bishop said yesterday that it would not be 
many years before property in that section 
of the city would double value, and it is 
said to be the purpose ofthe Archbishop to 
hold his other property there, for the present 
at least. Mr. Lawson for a long time has 
regarded as desirable the locality in which 
he has just purchased a building site. Some 
time ago he bought a lot at Astor and Banks 
streets. He now lives at 317 La Salle avenue. 


Historical Part of Chicago. 

The lot purchased by Mr. Lawson is in 
a historical part of Chicago, being within the 
boundaries of the original Calvary Cem- 
etery, which occupied this section of the 
city from 1839 to 1859. For these twenty 
years it was the burial ground of those of 
the Catholic faith in the city. The ceme- 
tery extended from Lincoln Park south along 
the shore of Lake Michigan. Some of the 
finest residences in the Lake Shore drive are 
standing on its site, as well as Archbishop 
Feehan's residence at North avenue and 
North State street. Its boundaries were 
Goethe street on the south, State street on 
the west, North avenue on the north, and 
the lake on the east. Adjoining Calvary on 
the north was the old City Cemetery, now 


aA part of Lincoln Park. 


The rapid growth of Chicago in 1859 en- 
croached on this district, and the Catholic 
Church selected a tract of land further 
north, which also bears the name of Calvary. 
Then began the task of shifting the ashes 
of the dead to the new location. It was 
several years before this work was com- 
pleted. The artisan and the builder soon 
found their way into the district, however. 
The turning of the City Cemetery into Lin- 
coln Park and the improvement of ths 
streets made this district a favored one. 

The Roman Catholic Archbishop has held 
the title continuously to that part of the old 
cemetery tract abutting on the park and the

The camp-meeting grounds at Lake Bluff 
are to be cut up into building lots and sold.

SENATORIAL CONTEST SUMMED UP 
FOR THE COMMITTEE. ö 


niemortalists Declare That They Have 


Proved Beyond a Doubt the Mon- 
tana Man Secured Election by Bri- 
bery and Corruption, While the De- 
fense Asserts That No Proof of 
Wrongdoing Has Been Adduced— 
Daly Held to Be the Instigator. 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—The briefs 
of both sides of the Clark Senatorial contest 
case Have been distributed among members 
of. the committee. The documents are at 
great length, and take up in detail every 
phase of the contest. The memorialists de- 
clare they have proven beyond any doubt 
that Clark was elected to the Senate through 
bribery and corruption, while the attorneys 
for Mr. Clark declare that the contest is in 
the nature of a conspiracy, of which Marc 
Daly is the instigator. 

The argument in the Clark case, which 
was to have been heard by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections tomor- 
row, has been postponed until Tuesday of 
next week on account of the enforced ab- 
gence of some of the members of the commit- 
tee. 

The brief of the memorialists covers 142 
pages, and is signed by former Senator Ed- 
munds, Mr. Arthur A. Birney, and ex-Con- 


gressman Hartman. 
Claims of Memorialists. 
After reviewing the testimony in detail 
counsel present the following as established 
facts in the case from the evidence adduced: 


First—That at least fifteen members of the 
Legislature were paid by Mr. Clark and his agents 


Tor their votes. 


Second—That at least nine others were offered 
money for their votes, and that the total amount 
of offers proved aggregate $175,000. | 

Third—That $100,000 was offered by Dr. Treacy, 
a friend and agent of Mr. Clark, to bribe the At- 
torney General to dismiss the proceedings in the 
Wellcome case. 

Fourth—That the same agent of Mr. Clark 
offered Justice Hunt of the Supreme Court $100,- 
000 to dismiss the Wellcome case. 

Fitth—That Mr. Clark and his friends engaged 
in wholesale bribery and attempted bribery of. 
members of the Legislature to secure the election 
of Mr. Clark. 

From the proof adduced it is reasonably 
determinable, the brief relates, that in 
addition to the $328,000 actually paid to 
members of the Legislature by Mr. Clark and 
his agents, offers were made to other mem- 


bers aggregating about $175,000.”’ 


Question of Fact Deductions. 

On the general question of fact the follow- 
ing deductions are made: 

First—That general corruption was practiced by 
Mr. Clark's agents. 

Second—That such corrupt practices were known 
to and authorized by him. | 

Third—That he not only authorized such prac- 
tices by his agents, but personally engaged iz 
them and made efforts to secure votes by bribery. 

Fourth—That through corruption, by means of 
bribery of members of the Legislature, his elec- 
tion was secured. 

Fifth— That while the laws of his State prohibit 
the use of more than $100,000 by a candidate for 
the Senate to secure his election, Mr. Clark em- 
ployed for this purpose, by his own confession, 
at least $139,000; and that the committee ap- 
pointed by him to expend this money violated 
the laws of the State by falling to make a re- 
port thereof as required by the statutes.

First—That proof of general and extensive cor-

Third—That if, as the undisputed evidence 
proves, Mr. Clark was present at the capital 
during substantially the whole time of the strug- 
mie and in constant cou:munication. with his 
agerits, he was bouad to know what means of ac- 
complishing his election were being resorted to;

Fourth—That if it appears to the satisfaction 
of the committee that voters were corruptly in- 
fluenced and procured to vate for Mr. Clark, with-

In conciusion, the brief says: 

“In conclusion, we submit that the evi- 
dence, taken as a whole, establishes corrup- 
tion in this election of a Senator unpar- 
alleled in recorded precedents and conduct, 
which, if justified, would bring shame and 
ean upon the institutions of our coun- 


Brief of the Defense. 


The brief of the defense, signed by 
Charles J, Faulkner and Roger Foster, cov- 
ers 232 pages and is divided into a discus- 
sion of the facts and the law in the case 
from Senator Clark’s standpoint. The doc- 
ument is throughout an arraignment of the 
prosecution. It begins with the assertion 
that an examination of this testimony will 
confirm the most skeptical in the belief 
that those who seek to brand a majority of 
the representatives of a sovereign State as 
* dishonest’ and as ‘ bribe-takers’ are in- 
flueiced by no lofty purpose of remedying 
an evil, nor is it entered upon from a desire 
to maintain the integrity of the membership 
of the Senate of the United States. The 
facts shown in this record fully justify the 
assertion that those who originated this 
prosecution. were controlled only by senti- 
ments of the bitterest personal and politica] 
hestility.”’ 

It is then declared that no man who was a 
candidate for the Senate in opposition to 
Mr. Clark has given encouragement or 
countenance to the contest; that fifty-two of 
the fifty-six newspapers in the State sup- 
ported Mr. Clark, and that the sentiment 
in the State of Montana is so universal for 
Mr. Clark that the “ leading spirit of the 
protestants, whose wealth has supported 
and whose prejudice has animated this 
prosecution, has found it necessary to invest 
large sums of money in the purchase of tle 
press of the State, and in other cases by the

: Marcus Daly Accused. 

The brief specifically names Marcus Daly 
as the chief instigator of the contest, the 
statement on this point being: 

Marcus Daly, having defeated Senator 
Clark in 1858 for Congress, and for the Sen- 
ate in 1893, through treachery to his party 
organization, was unwilling to restrain his 
personal hostility and to permit the voice 
of the people, through their legally consti- 
tuted representatives, to determine the elec- 
tion of their Senator; and, according to his 
testimony, as early as the 10th of February, 
1690, he organized a committee of his per- 
sonal friends and agents to work up and 
prepare a case against the seating of Sen- 
ator Clark by this body. 

The testimony will bear out the asser- 
tion that every member of this prosecuting 
committee was either one of the conspirators 
ii the attempt to defeat Mr. Clark’s eiec-. 
tion, or an employé of Mr. Daly, or an ad- 
herent of his faction in the State. 

in the attempt to fasten some fact upon 
Senator Clark or his friends, tending to show 
beibery or corruption, this self-constituted 
committee has employed every means which 
the unlimited use of money could command, 
including the use of detectives in Montana, 
in Washington, and in New York, with the 
view of obtaining some corroboration of the 
testimony of the conspirators.“ : 


No Proof of Bribery. 


_ Reviewing the charges made in the 
mosial in opposition to Mr. Clark, it ts 


claimed that “ out of the thirty-seven names 
given of members who were bribed there is 
an absolute failure to introduce any proof 
of any character, by Whiteside or any one 
else, that they know of any act by which 
twenty of these men were bribed or have 
heard any friends of Senator Clark in any 
conversation claim that they were bribed. 

The contention is then made that the pros- 
ecution of the case is the result of a con-

DISCUSS THE BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Judge Kohlsaat, the Referees, and Oth- 
ers Present Views of the Statute 


—Proposed Amendment. 


From the standpoints of the lawyer, the 
judge, the referee in bankruptcy, and the 
creditor, the bankruptcy law as it exists 
and as it is proposed to amend it in Con- 
gress was discussed before the members of 
the Hamilton club last evening at a din- 
ner for which arrangements were made by 
the Political Action committee of the club. 
Although no vote was taken to show the 
division of sentiment among the sixty or 
more members present,. the applause in- 
dicated a strong majority in favor of the 
perpetuation of the bankruptcy act, either 
in its present or in an amended form. 

The speakers, who were introduced by 
President George W. Miller of the club, 
were Henry R. Baldwin, attorney; Frank 
L. Wean and Sidney C. Eastman, referees: 
United States District Judge C. C. Kohl- 
saat, and Samuel F. Kline, a director of the 
Credit Men's association. 

In his discussion of the operation of the 
law Judge Kohlsaat said he believed thus 
far the act had been beneficial in reliev- 
ing a large number of men from slavery 
to “hopeless debts. He doubted not that a 
few rascals had succeeded in profiting by 
the law, but on the whole he thought the 
statute had worked for the public good. 
While he did not say he believed the law 
should be at once repealed, Judge Kohlsaat 
declared that he believed the permanent 
presence on the statute books of such an 
enactment would encourage trifling with the 
obligations of life, and instead of passing 
an amendment, as proposed, providing that 
“no individual may have relief through the 
law oftener than once in six years, he be- 
lieved such a law should be in existence 
only for a comparatively short period and 
mot oftener than once in twenty years. 

Incidentally to his discussion of this law 
Judge Kohlsaat said he believed the depres- 
sion in the business cf lawyers, which many 
have attributed to the operation of the 
bankruptcy act, is due rather to the forma- 
tion of trusts. 

Henry R. Baldwin considered the law as 
it stands better than no federal bankruptcy 
act, but thought amendments might be made 
to advantage. He regarded the act as equit- 
able and advantageous alike to creditors and 
debtors.

VITO PALETTO TRIES TO DIE. 


Man stricken Dumb While Confessing 
a Murder Suddenly Recovers 


His Voice. 

Vito Paoletto, who was struck dumb while 
confessing to the murder of Frank Antonio 
Giavito at the Maxwell Street Station on 
Monday night, attempted to commit suicide 
vesterday afternoon at the county morgue 
while the inquest was being held. Paoletto 
placed the lower end of his crutch in his 
mouth and then fell forward on it. He was 
injured only slightly and Policemen Long 
and Voss quickly lifted him to his chair. 
A moment later he made a second vain at- 
tempt on his life. 

Later he recovered his power of speech, 
but refused to continue the confession ended 
so suddenly on Monday night. He was being 
led down the steps into the station basement 
when he called out in Italian: Give mea 
drink of water.” He had been attempting 
all day to talk. 

Physicians who examined the prisoner re- 
garded his loss of speech as singular, though 
not unprecedented. Assistant City Physi- 
cian Dr. J. Z Bergeron said the dumbness 
was the result either of nervous condition or 
temporary paralysis of the vocal cords. 
After a superficial examination of Paoletto's 
throat Dr. Bergeron said: 

“The affliction is known as aphonia. It 
is not frequent. In the Italian's case it was 
caused by excitement. The singularity of 
the case is that the affliction should attack 
the man’s vocal organs at the time he was

| O'MALLEY OUT ON BONDS. 


W. n. LYMAN’S ASSAILANT’S BAIL Is 
FIXED AT $10,000. 


Freedom Comes as a Result of Dr. 
Crowe’s Statement in Court That the 
Wounded Man Will Recover—State 
Representative to Leave Town Till 
April 4, When His Case Will Be 
Heard—The Ex-Alderman Is Much 
Improved. 


After being detained at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station for three days and a half 
State Representative John F. O'Malley, who 
shot ex-Alderman William H. Lyman dur- 
ing a political discussion on Friday night, 
was released on bonds at noon yesterday. 
Justice Kersten fixed his bail at $10,000. 
O'Malley was booked at the station on the 
charge of “ assault with intent to commit 
murder.” His case will come up for hearing 
before Justice Kersten on April 4. The bond 
was signed by Harry Cohn, 259 Wells street; 
Mrs. Anna Burke, Superior and Sedgwick 
streets; and Thomas McCormick, 92 On- 
tario street. 3 

O’Malley’s release was secured on an affi- 
davit by Dr. Thomas Crowe, Lyman’s physi- 
cian, who late on Monday night swore that 
Lyman’s injuries would not result fatally. 
Dr. Crowe thought Uyman would be able to 
attend O' Malley's hearing next week. 

The news that Lyman’s assailant was to 
be released drew a large delegation of O’ Mal- 
ley’s political allies to the East Chicago 
Avenue Station yesterday morning. The 
absence of Dr. Crowe caused a delay in the 
granting of bail. Captain Haas was not 
Satisfied with the doctor’s affidavit of Ly- 
man’s condition and demanded that the 
court hear the physician's evidence in per- 
son. As time paesed and Dr. Crowe did not 
appear at the station, Justice Kersten is- 
sued a subpcena for him, which was served 
on the physician oy a detective. He evaded 
a fine for contempt of court by appearing at 
11 o' clock, and O'Malley was released fifteen 
minutes later. 

When he walked out of the station O' Mal- 
ley refused to discuss his case. He hurried 
away with friends, and could not be found 
at his saloon, where he shot Lyman, during 
the afternoon. It was stated there that he 
was going to leave Chicago at once for the 
Arkansas Hot Springs and would not return 
until April 4. 

His friends were busy reiterating his state- 
ment that he had severed his political alli- 
ance with Major John Sampson, whom 
he had been backing as Democratic candi- 
date for Alderman in the Twenty-third 
Ward. Joseph P. Sikes, who until the shoot- 
ing of Lyman acted as Sampson's engineer 
of precinct committees, gave out as in- 
side information a statement that O! Mal- 
ley would not lift a finger in the campaign 
in the Twenty-third Ward. He said O Mal- 
ley had found out that Sampson was re- 
garded as a political clown, whose seem- 
ing popularity was the result of his au- 
dacity.”’ 

“The shooting of Lyman has spoiled any 
possible chance of Sampson's election,“ said 
Sikes. ‘All Sampson’s canvassers know 
this and so does O'Malley. O'Malley has 
decided to quit the game and wait until the 
shooting affair blows over before taking 
active part in politics again.“ 

Lyman, who was able to sit up in bed at 
his residence, 265 Elm street, during the 
day reiterated his intention of vigorously 
prosecuting O'Malley. 

“T am going to employ the best counsel,” 
he said. “1 have proffers of aid from all 
directions. O'Malley attempted to assas- 
sinate me in cold blood, and I am going to 
make an example of him.“ 8 

Mrs. Lyman said that her husband was 
much improved. He had no fever and the 
pain of his wound had decreased. 

Captain Thomas Ford, the independent 
candidate for Alderman in the Twenty-third, 
claims to have made big gains as a result of 
the shooting. 

The contest is now between Alfred Olson, 
the Republican, and myself,“ said Captain 
Ford. I believe Sampson will withdraw

It is true that during the first three-quar- 
ters of the century American books were 
largely neglected by our publishers because 
equally good matter could be had more 
cheaply from abroad. The international 
copyright quite possibly has had much to 
do in creating the present supremacy of 
American fiction writers. In this connec- 
tion the New York Times suggests that the 
changed conditions created by the copy- 
right may account for the failure of the two 
oldest publishing houses in the country—the 
Harpers and the Appletons. The older firms 
built up their business machinery on the old 
conditions, and perhaps they were unable 
to readjust their methods promptly enough 
to keep younger houses from getting in 
ahead of them on the new basis. The theory 
may be wrong, but it seems plausible.

ever passed or planned. When a boy knows

gogues lectures on the subject. The beauty 
of the thing is that no manner of deceft will 
avail, for the cigaret-smoking boy carries 
the literal sign manual of his vice on his 
fingers. A Chicago boy confessed last week 
that out of ten places to which he had ap- 
plied for work the head of not one had 
neglected to ask him if he smoked cigarets. 
In a number of instances he was made to 
show his forefingers. Few people will be sorry 
even if the action of the employers results 
in cutting off some of the profits of the ciga- 
ret trust: The dividend paid in brain, body, 
and muscle will more than compensate 
community. 


All throughout Michigan 
Equitable there has been improve- 
Assessments ment in the work of the As- 
im Michigan. sessors this year. The 
3 Board of Assessors in Grand 
Rapids has awakened to the fact that many 
people were avoiding payment of a just 
share of ‘the expenses of government, and it 
is. predicted that the assessment in that city 
Will reach $15,000,000, although it was only 
$5,000,000 last year. Those who violate the 
provisions of the law will be punished, and 
the Assessors will require a sworn statement 
of taxable property from every person own- 
ing or controlling property. In Saginaw the 
property returned will be fully 50 per cent 
Sreater than last year, and in Muskegon, in 
spite of the fact that the City Council has re- 
fused to give the Assessors the necessary 
clerical assistance, there will be less tax- 
dodging than usual. The same reports come 
from nearly every quarter. This improve- 
ment is largely due to the efforts of the State 
Tax commission. They have by cajolery 
and by threats awakened the Assessors to 
a realization of their duty. The result will 
be an increase in valuation, and it is hoped 
that a proportionate reduction in taxation 
will follow, This last is by no means cer- 
tain, however, as the Legislature of the State 
of Michigan has shown a disposition to spend 
all the money that it can.

THE “OPEN DOOR” IN CHINA. 
The State department sent to Congress 


eral foreign nations concerning the “ open 
door” in Ohina. The consent of Great 
Britain, Germany, Russia, France, Italy, 
and Japan has been obtained to an agree- 
ment securing the American commerce and 
that of other nations commercial equality in 
all parts of China, Thus the United States 
has succeeded 
Secretary Hay has achieved a signal 
diplomatic victory. An opportune moment 
presented itself and he utilized it skill- 
fully to bring about an arrangement where- 
by the United States gains much while’ 
giving nothing and bound to do nothing. 
It has no “ sphére of interest ot its own 
in China from which it might exclude the 
commerce of other nations, and yet it ob- 
tains for its citizens in the spheres of 
interest” of other nations the same com- 
mercial advantages enjoyed by the citi- 
zens of those nations. 

The foreign governments mentioned agree 
that there shall be no interference with 
any trenty port or any vested interest with- 
in any “sphere of interest” or leased ter- 
ritory, and that no higher harbor dues shall 
be levied on any vessels of another na- 
tionality entering a port within a sphere 
than are levied on the vessels of the con- 
trolling nation; and that on any railroad 
within a “sphere” there shall be no dis- 
crimination in freight rates. They agree 
also that the existing Chinese treaty tariff 
shall apply to all merchandise, no matter 
to what nationality it may belong, entered 
at other than “free ports” within any 
“sphere of interest,” and that such duties 
shall be collected by the Chinese govern- 
ment. 

The, securing of this agreement is a 
notable triumph because it ‘involves the 
renunciation by some of the powers joining 
in it of the special commercial advantages 
which they desired to secure within their 
respective “spheres” for their own citi- 
zens. It is the policy of France that the 
trade of its dependencies shall be almost 
monopolized by Frenchmen. It was un- 
questionably the intention of Russia when 
it became dominant in Chinese Manchuria 
that “trade should follow the flag,” and 
that within that territory foreign commerce 
should have only limited opportunities. 
For that reason it is easy to give full faith 
to the report that Russia was the last 


and most reluctant of all the powers con- 


cerned to accede to the agreement; that 
it declined to join until it was certain that 
all the powers would agree, and that it 
sought to throw cold water on the project 
by declaring that Great Britain never 
would agree to an arrangement by which 
it would sacrifice the most. 

Finally, however, Secretary Hay’s perse- 
verance, exerted when the conditions were 
specially favorable, overcame all obstacles. 
He has negotiated an agreement which will 
be of the greatest value to American trade 
if Americans choose to avail themselves of 
it. They are given a fair chance in China. 
No commercial rivals will have any advan- 
tages over them. If Germany constructs 
ports or Russia builds railroads American 
commerce will enjoy the benefits of them 
on the same terms as German or Rus- 
sian commerce. Hitherto Great Britain 
has had the lion's share of the Chinese 
trade and has hoped to retain it. There 
is reason to believe that in a few years 
the commerce of the United States with 
China will equal that of its great com- 
mercial rival. The “open door” will do 
more for the United States than for any 
other nation. Hence thanks are due to 
the Secretary of State for his part in se- 
earing that open door.” 


SOFA PILLOWS VERSUS SOCIAL ZECO- 
NOMICS. 

When Mrs. G. E. M. Pratt, President of 
the Social Economics club,' declared at a 
“ reciprocity meeting ”’—whatever that may 
be—of the Chicago Culture club, and in the 
presence of Presidents and regents and 
delegates-in-ordinary from various other 
clubs, that women prefer art, music, and 
sofa pillows to social economics, was she 
speaking ironically with reference to the 
limited number in attendance or was she 
uttering a comprehensive truth? 

If women really do prefer pictures, pianos, 
and sofa pillows to the abstractions of social 
and the perplexities of political science, it is 
not to be set down against them as a fault. 
for nature made them so, and their prefer- 
ence only lends charm to their personality 
and enhances the attractiveness of these 
objects. Women are esthetic and emo 
tional. There is nothing esthetic about 
social science and nothing emotional about 
politics. The one is dry and abstract, the 
other is cold, calculating, and mostly dirty. 
A beautiful woman at the piano or the 
easel or reclining in a swath of sofa pillows 
is in harmonious and fitting environment. 
The same beautiful woman trying to teach 
the tenets of social- science or the hard 
facts of political science to her sex, which 
all the time is secretly wishing it was at 
home among the sofa pillows with a good 
story, is a pathetic illustration of beauty 
immolating itself upon the shrine of duty. 
And this devotion to duty in itself is touch- 
ing. It is something of which man is not 
capable. Men are more bluntly honest. 
They frankly admit they don’t care a six- 
pence for social science, and unless they 
are in politics for what there is in it, or 
belong to the ruling race, politics is a bore 
to many of them. They do not hesitate te 
say so. They unblusbingly admit they 
would rather go to the club, the theater, 
or the ball game. They would rather get 
among the sofa pillows, even, and go to 
sleep than listen to papers upon tenement- 
houses or discourses upon the best meth- 
ods of moral and political reform. 

„ Woman, on the other hand, bas so far 
committed herself to the work of human re- 
generation as an essential of her twentieth 
century advancement that she feels she 
must go on with the Sisyphean task. Now 
and then one of them gets tired of it, like 
Miss Anthony, frankly confesses she has 
no more privileges than she had half a 
century ago, and steps down and out, but 
the rank and file press on strenuously in 
the work which is foreign to their nature, 
all the time wishing they were in the sofa 
pillows, and yet tugging away at the task 
of reform, with no other compensation than 
croquettes and tea. Men have been at 
work at it for eons and gave up the job long 
ago. Some day the tired nd tender sex 
will give it up also, fly to their sofa pillows 
with a sigh of relief that are no longer 


slaves to duty, and;

They should not 
be so absorbed in outside matters, however, 
as to neglect local questions of high im- 
portance.

CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS. 
Congressman Boutell has introduced in 
the House of Representatives a bill provid- 
ing for the maintenance of civil service em- 
ployés after retirement from office. The 
plan is entirely self-supporting and calls for 
no appropriations to maintain it. The bill 
provides that 3 per cent of the salary of 
every employé in the classified civil service 
of the government shall be withheld and 
used to create a civil service retirement 
fund, which fund shall be in charge of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and shall be 
invested in gcvernment bonds when not 
in use. | 
After allowing these assessments to ac- 
cumulate for three years it is proposed to 
begin retiring worn-out employés on half 
pay by drawing upon this fund. There are 
numerous details in the bill to provide 
against exhausting the fund more rapidly 
than it accumulates, but the main features 
are the rules governing retirement. Any 
employé who has been one year in the 
service, and has been mentally or physical- 
ly disabled, can be retired on half pay, 
either voluntarily or compulsorily, Any 
person 50 years of age, who has been in 
the government employ for twenty yea 
may voluntarily retire on half pay, whil 
persons reaching the age of 70, who have 
been thirty-five years in service, are to be 
compulsorily retired and are to receive the 
same pension rate. The whole is to be 
under the management of a duly constituted 
civil service retirement bureau of modest 
extent. | | 
The time has come for making some such 
provision as this for the support of public 
servants who have grown gray in the 
service. As long as all government em- 
ployés were at the mercy of the vicissitudes 
of politics, and could rarely hold a posi- 
tion longer than four years, it was impossi- 
ble to establish any such fund as Congress- 
man Boutell’s bill contemplates. It would

In European countries the tendency is to 
reach the same end by paying smaller sal- 
aries and having the government pay the 
retirement pensions. The other plan seems 
better suited to our institutions. Govern- 
ment employés now usually remain in the 
service after once entering it, and this in- 
surance provision for their old age at their 
own expense is wise and commendable. 


THE RISE OF THE CAMERA. 

The value of the camera as an esthetic 
and educational factor is about to receive 
complimentary recognition from two im- 
portant institutions in Chicago. In April 
the Art Institute is to have an exhibition 
of art photography, and the University of 
Chicago offers, for the spring quarter, a 
course in practical photography. These 
two institutions “touch the button” with 
entirely different objects, one treating it 
as an end in itself, the other employing 
it merely as a tool, but both will attest 
to its utility. 

The days when the camera was the ex- 
clusive property of a professional photog- 
rapher and when one faced it as rarely as 
one did a cannon and with something of 
the same feeling have gone by. Today the 
interesting celebrity must not only be will- 
ing to tell the public what he eats and 
whom he loves, but must permit himself 
to be photographed in his capacity of eater 
and lover, and, moreover, must allow the 
world to see the pictures of his favorite 
vegetable and well loved friend. This may 
seem to be carrying the matter too far, 
but this is an age of poses, and the light 


of publicity seems to shine in the interests | 


of the camera. . 
: BRITISH WAR SENTIMENT. 
leading article in the current issue 
of Harper’s Weekly is an estimate of 
British popular sentiment regarding the 
war, written by Edward Insley, a former 
Chicagoan, now living in England. The 
article is both unprejudiced-and suggestive. 
Mr. Insley depicts the whole-hearted and 
even pathetic earnestness with which the 
great majority of English families are 
willing to speed their sons tearfully on 
their way to the grim battlefields of south 
Africa. The motive that inspires them is 
not greed of gold or land, but patriotic 
lust of battle. : 
“It is too soon to appeal to England’s 
conscience or England’s magnanimity,” 
says Mr. Insley. Yet he says the true 
merits of the Transvaal question are bet- 
ter understood in the United States today 
than in England, and this must continue 
to be the case as long as the present 
patriotic passion prevents free speech. He 
even questions whether free speaking of 
the truth about the war is advisable in 
England at the present moment, and while 
he admires the nobility of men like Pro- 
fessor Bryce, Herbert Spencer, Frederic 
Harrison, William Watson, and Mr. Mas- 
singham, he believes they have injured 
their future opportunities of leadership by 
insistent speaking of their convictions. 
When the change of sentiment comes after 
the war, these are not the men who will 
be listened to most willingly, for the com- 
mon mind never fergets the grudge that 
follows reproof or contradiction. 
That the revulsion will come, however, 
this observer believes to be certain, and 


when it does come Mr. Chamberlain will 


be its victim. From the Prince of Wales 
to the humblest workingman there is a 
distinct impression that the war, in spite 
of its “ inepitableness,“ is Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s war. When the battle clouds roll 
away and England finds itself facing an- 
other Irish question in south Africa, will 
the nation regard Mr. Chamberlain as the 
proper man to solve the problem? Mr. Ins- 


ley thinks not, and he gives sundry existing 


reasons for this judgment. The indications 


point to the probability that the Trans- 


vaal war, like the Crimean war, will leave 
consequences which will demand a vic- 


tim, and Chamberlain is the obvious target. 


Mr. Insley thinks that Lord Rosebery is 
“the Wellington who will meet Chamber- 
lain at Waterloo.” Whether or not this 
shall prove to be a valid prediction, the 
diagnosis of the situation by an American 
is interesting. 


DIVINATION AND DIVORCE. 

The Crook-Horrocks divorce case, re- 
cently tried in England, has made a sensa- 
tion in English society, not alone because 
of the prominence of the parties concerned 
but also because of the extraordinary reve- 
lations of human credulity brought out in 
the testimony. The plaintiff in the case was 
Dr. Crook, a well known practitioner at 
Margate; the defendant was his wife, and 
the alleged corespondent, Dr. Horrocks, a 
member of the Royal College, whom Mrs. 
Crook, a woman of the hysterical sort, had 
consulted. The evil genius of the social 
tragedy was a palmist in Margate who told 
fortunes. 

One day Dr. Crook consulted the palmist, 
half in sport, and the next day allowed his 
wife to go to her. The latter professed to 
detect in the lines of her hand a breach of 
her marriage vow. She was so much dis- 
turbed by it that the doctor advised her 
not to go again. She persisted in going, 
however, and at last became so miserable in 
mind that she astonished her husband by 
confessing to him, naming Dr. Horrocks as 
the corespondent. Dr. Crook thereupon 
brought suit for divorce. Without any cor- 
roborative evidence, his wife accused her- 
self and Dr. Horrocks to the jury of guilty 
conduct. Before the trial was concluded 
she denied her own confession and swore 
that she made it under a delusion. | 

Everything connected with the trial was 
astonishing, and shows to what lengths 
credulity can go. It was extraordinary 
that a physician of good standing should 
have brought the suit at all, thereby run- 
ning the risk not only of dishonoring his 
flighty wife Dut an innocent brother physi- 
cian. The palmist herself, who wrought all 
the mischief, was not summoned to the wit- 
ness stand at all. Most extraordinary of 
all, the jury, which was composed of men 
of presumably average intelligence and 
sense, failed to agree upon the utter worth- 
lessness of the alleged confession. London 
Truth, in commenting upon the trial, perti- 
nently says: “ In innumerable directions we 
take precautions to protect fools by the 
strong arm of the law from the conse- 
quences of their own folly. If there is a 
fool on this earth it is the man—the term 
here covers both sexes—who desires to 
know what fate has in store for him.“ The 
outcome of the wretched work of this palm- 
ist, who was not a professional charlatan, 
pandering to humbug. for money, but an 
amateur, either with much malice or liftle 
sense, has been to emphasize the hysterical 
condition of the unfortunate woman, to con- 
vict the husband of ineffable folly, and to 
throw suspicion upon a practitioner in good 
standing, which may affect his professional 
future. . There is a lesson in all this as to the

BRITISH CRITIC WRITES A NAVAL 
HISTORY OF OUR WAR. 


Mr. H. W. Wilson’s Volume on “ The 
Downfall of Spain” Possesses Pe- 
euliar Interest—Though Marred by 

the Usual Injustice Toward Schley, 
It Is in the Main Fair-Minded and 
Praiseworthy—It Draws a Pathetic 
Picture of Cervera’s Plight. 


T is interesting to have an English nava! 
expert’s view of the Spanish war, and 
Mr. H. W. Wilson’s work, The Down- 
fall of Spain (Little-Brown), fully cus- 
tains his high reputation as a clear and 

vigorous writer. It shows the same merits 


of style es his Ironclads in Action.“ It is: 


by far the most thorough technical study of 
our recent naval engagements that has yet 


appeared. At the same time it is marred by 
@ too apparent leaning toward the American. 


point of view, and especially toward the 
views and prejudices of the ruling coterie 


in the naval bureau at Washington. re 
Mr. Wilson is naturally grateful to have 


had free access to the records of the United 
States navy, and he thinks himself free from 
all bias in his work, but that he is mistaken 
in this is apparent in his protest aga.nst 
what he calls the unjust and cruel attacks 
which have been made by the American 
press upon Admiral Sampson,“ while he has 
nothing to say against the most vicious 
attacks upon Admiral Schley. Not that Mr. 
Wilson himself abuses Schiey or lauds Samp- 
son unduly, but his criticism of the one is 
always adverse and that of the other al- 
ways favorable. His book is a discouraging 
proof that history will never do justice to 
the man who really won the battle of San- 
tiago, because the sources at Washington 
have been poisoned for ail time to come. 

With this exception Mr. Wilson's large 
and well illustrated volume is worthy of all 
praise. There is no doubt that he is able to 
gee the war more nearly from the Spanish 
side than could an American, and thé re- 
sult is an increase in the human interest of 
the sanguinary story. He surpasses all 
previous writers in depicting the amazing 
and almost pathetic inability of the Span- 
jiards to grasp such opportunities as they had. 
He blames the Spanish government for send- 
ing out an Admiral who predicted defeat 
from the first. though he has nothing but 
praise for Cervera’s personal bravery. He 
thinks the wisest course for the Spanish 
fleet would have been to attack the Oregon 
as it came up the South American coast. 

Mr. Wilson goes minutely into the evidence 
as to the destruction of the Maine, and while 
he does not state a positive conciusion he ex- 
presses the belief that the catastrophe was 
the work of some Spaniard who had access 
to the keyboard of the Havana harbor mine 
system, and who could not resist the tempta- 
tion to make the fatal connection when the 
indicator showed that the American vessel 
was in contact with the mine. 

It is natural that Mr. Wilson should dis- 
sent from Senator Lodge’s absurd attempt 
to place the battle of Manila above the bat- 
tle of the Nile asa great victory. He thinks 
the two fleets at Manila were by no means 
eVenly matched, and says the battle was 
n military execution rather than a real con- 
test. At the same time he shows that 
Dewey’s bravery in entering a bay supposed 
to be full of submarine mines was as great 
as if the mines had been there. In fact, 
there were mines, for when the senior Span- 
ish officer came on board the Raleigh to 
make his surrender he showed great un- 
easiness as the vessel drifted in the Boca 
Chica, and begged to be hurriedly set ashore. 
When pressed to give his reason he explained 
that the Raleigh was over a mine field. It 
afterward transpired that the mines, in- 
stead of being placed at such a depth as to 


Strike the hulls of ships, had simply been 


dropped overboard by the Spaniards and 
gone to the bottom in eighty feet of water. 

This author defines Dewey’s attitude 
toward the Filipino insurgents as one of 
slightly benevolent neutrality—and nothing 
more. 

Mr. Wilson’s explanation of the reason why 
cable messages were never sent by Dewey 


after the cutting of the cable is worth no- 


tieing. It seems that connections were made 
with the severed end of the cable by the Ad- 
miral’s flagship, but the telegraph company 


‘refused to receive such messages at its 


Hongkong Office. The author remarks that 
such action on the part of the company 
would have justified severe reprisals against 
its property at Manila. If it ever seeks a 
war indemnity its action will be remembered 
against it. 


The folly of Cervera in entering the Bay 
of Santiago is ascribed to his lack of coal— 
the only excuse that could account for so 
Commodore Schley's 
mistake in watching Cienfuegos too long is 
ascribed by this writer to the fact that 
Schley took it for granted Cervera would do 
the wisest thing instead of the most unwise. 
Both in the Cienfuegos incident and in the 
famous loop maneuver of the Brooklyn at 
Santiago this British author has confessedly 
drawn on the pre-Sampson authorities, in- 
cluding the New York Sun itself. There is 
no use in discussing this subject further. 
It is sufficient to remark that Mr. Wilson 
has at least had the good grace to tone down 
his borrowed -anti-Schiey prejudices to suit 
the demands of international courtesy. 

It is with Cervera’s plight that this author 
deals most interestingly. He shows that ‘he 
Spanish Admiral made his fatal mistake in 
failing to escape from Santiago before the 
formal beginning of Schley's blockade on 
May 28, The constitutional Spanish Ieck of 
initiative and of energy allowed the opper- 
tunity to go by. Even when the Restormel 
hove in sight running for life with its cargo 
of coal for Cervera he allowed it to be cap- 
tured before his eyes by an unarmored vessel 
on the 25th. After the blockading squadron 
arrived and drew its net closer and closer 
the chance for escape steadily diminished, 
and when the nightly searchlight patroi be- 
gan all hope was past. Blanco’s order to 
get our of the harbor was an order of exe- 
cution, and one cannot avoid feeling pro- 
found sympathy for the brave but helpless 
Admiral and his men as they prepared to go 
to what they knew was certain destruction. 
And this is the fleet which the Madrid War 
once was calmly preparing at that moment 
to send to the Philippines! 

Mr. Wilson's technical deductions from the 
war are interesting and instructive. He 
condemns all boards of strategy: He ac- 
knowledges that the personnel of the Amer- 
dean board was ideal, but he charges it with 


timidity, while he charges the Spanish 
board with “the maddest rashness.” He 
says the defect in both cases was due to fear 
of popular indignation. It was this, in his 
estimation, that sent Cervera to certain de- 
feat, and that led the American officers to 
keep three of their best ships on the New 
England coast. 

The whole volume is delightfully readable, 
clear, spirited, and fair-minded. Both as 
an accurate naval history and as an expert 
commentary it is of permanent value. 

More than ordinary interest attaches to 
Geber: A Tale of the Reign of Harun- 
al- Raschid (Stokes), by Kate A. Ben- 
ton. It is a strong story of life at 

‘the court of the greatest of the Khalifs 
of Bagdad over 800 years ago. Its 
leading character, Geber, was the great- 
est physician and philosopher of the day 
‘the founder of the science of algebra, as the 
word implies. He is depicted as a man whose 
great learning in chemistry, astrology, medi- 
cine, and all the then existing sciences made 
‘him the foremost educator of the times. 
He is represented also as being the discover- 
er of calomel.and the real founder of the 

omeopathic school of medicine. 

Naturally a man of noble instincts, Geber 
is transformed Into the incarnation of aveng- 
ing hatred by an irreparable wrong done 
him years before the story opens. This 
deed was the kidnaping of Geber's young 
‘wife by the Khalif, Harun-al-Raschid, and 
her imprisonment in his harem—a crime that 
Is amply avenged before the story closes, 
After a year of suffering at the hands of 
her captor the young woman escapes and 
returns to her husband, only to die at his 
feet as the result of her privations and the 
birth of the Khalif’s daughter. At her death 
the wronged Geber swears vengeance on 
Harun, his first move being to rear the 
Khalif’s daughter as a slave, heaping on her 
every indignity and compelling her to do 
menial service to Yacuta, an adopted daugh- 
ter. The slave girl, who is named Gulnare, 
however, proves to be so faithful and in- 
telligent that Rhe becomes in time his chief 
assistant in his chemical experiments and 
one of the leading characters in the story. 

Eighteen or twenty years after the death 
of his wife Geber is unexpectedly given an 
opportunity to wreak his vengeance on the 
Khalif. The latter is so distraught by the 
paralysis of his favorite wife, Zobediah, that 
he has beheaded scores of physicians and 
magicians who failed to cure her and, asa 
last resort, is forced to send for Geber, the 
only physician in the land who can save her 
life. The means used by the physician are 
such as to cure the patient and at the same 
time to subject her and the Khalif's house to 
public shame. The scene is as dramatic as 
it is amusing. : 

Next to Geber the leading character 1s 
Jaafar—the Giafar of the Arabian Nights— 
who is the Khalif’s chief counselor and 
friend and a man of true nobility of charac- 
ter. Queen Zobediah, ‘though literally wor- 
shiped by her husband, loathes him at 
heart and yearns for the love of Jaafar. 
The latter returns the affection, but friend- 
ship and loyalty to the Khalif give him the 
strength to resist temptation and to spurn 
the Queen's advances. In dué time Geber 
learns of the Queen’s infatuation and blasts 
the life, and happiness of the Khalif by giv- 
ing him to understand that the Queen is 
untrue to him. The Khalif has Jaafar be- 
headed instantly, hearing which the Queer 
drops dead at his feet. When too late, Harun 
learns that he has been tricked into killing 
the only friend he ever had and indirectly 
into killing his cherished wife. From this 
moment he becomes an utterly brutal King 
and his remaining years are filled with pit- 
terness and cruelty. 

This synopsis gives the dark side of the 
story, but it is lightened up with the loves 
and adventures of other men and women 
less somber in character and truly unselfish 
in their deeds. One of the strongest scenes 
in the book is that in which Jaafar and 
Queen Zobediah discover the infatuation each 
has for the other. She has just wrested from 
him a confession of love and instead of pun- 
ishing him with death as he expected she 
replies: Ax. Jaafar, I love thee even as 
thou lovest me. A Queen! Rather would 1 
be thy meanest slave, O Jaafar, lord of my 
woman’s empty heart, than to be Queen of 
Arabia and the wife of another man.“ There 
is also much philosophy in the story, largely 
founded on the sayings of the East, be- 
sides many real gems that must have 
been fashioned entirely in the author’s own 
brain. Here is a bit of her philosophy: 

We see disaster overtake and erush our friends, 
and we accept the fact with a shrug ef comprehen- 
sive pity; but when misfortune knocks command- 
ingly at our own door we are filled with wonder 
end a dull, unbelleving rage. Happiness is the 
birthright of the human race; we claim it instinet- 


Therein lies the sting! To ws it is the wreck of 
the universe: an eternity will not recompense us. 
The tragedy of our wrongs towers above the 
clouds. To those around us who regard us from 
their fancied security with the same shrug of pity 
which we bestowed a while ago upon our neighbor 
it does ‘not rise above the level of the common- 
place. 

The whole story is beautiful in diction, 
rich in thought, intense in action. If it were 
not for this fact, its 500 closely printed 
pages and its dearth of humor would make 
it tiresome. Its motive, too, is high, though 
it does tell of the intrigues of an Oriental 
court and a royal harem. The Christian 
characters stand out in bold relief—like 
those in Quo Vadis —for their nobility 
and unselfishness, their patience and 
bravery. There is so much dramatic force, 
s0.much philosophy, such real poesy in both 
prose and verse in the story that one learns 
with regret that the world of letters has 
lost so able a mind in the death of Mrs. 
Benton, the author, last September. 


Fresh Literary Notes. 

In McClure’s Magazine for April will appear the 
story of Professor Huxley’s early struggles to win 
a livelihood by science, told largely in his own 
letters, never yet published. 

Horace E. Scudder, formerly editor of the At- 
lantic Monthly, has been selected by Houghton, 
Mimin & Co. to write what will probably be the 
standard Life of James Russell Lowell.“ The 
work, which will appear in either one or two vol- 
umes early in 1901, will be included in the Amer- 
ican Men of Letters series, which is under the 
general editorship of Charles Dudley Warner. 


An interesting feature of the current number of 
Harper’s Weekly is Edward Insley’s article on 
The Way They Feel in England,“ a comprehen- 
sive discussion of the feeling of the mass of the 
English people on the war in the Transvaal. 
Mr. Insley is a former Chicagoan living in Eng- 
land, and his views may be taken as entirely un- 
prejudiced. His observations have led him to 
believe that on the whole public opinion in Eng- 
land approves the war, as being the natural out- 
come of à long mutual antagonism. Nevertheless,. 
Mr. Insley does not hesitate to prophesy the down- 
fall ef Mr. Chamberlain. The war, he says, de- 
mands a victim, as did the Crimea, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain is the obvious victim. The paper closes 
with the suggestion that this is the time Lord 
Rosebery has been waiting for, and that 
the change of government which will in all proba- 


bility follow the war will find him at the helm.

| Queen. Victoria has lately given a rather 
odd indication of her sympathy and friend- 
ship for the United States—that sympathy 
‘for this country which has been the keynote 
of her entire reign, and which has so often 
stood in the way of the unwise antagonism 
manifested on certain occasions towards the 
Washington government by certain British 
statesmen. The great painting has just been 
completed which places on pictorial record 
the impressive and magnificent ceremony 
on the occasion of her diamond jubilee in 
1897. In the picture in question Sec- 
_retary of State John Hay, then the resident 
Envoy to the Court of St. James, and White- 
law Reid, the special ambassador appointed 
to convey the congratulations of the United 
States to the venerable British sovereign on 
the sixtieth anniversary of her accession, 
both occupy conspicuous and prominent 
positions. On it being pointed out to the 
artist that neither of the two diplomats had 
occupied such a prominent place in the actual 
ceremony, he replied that he had placed the 
two American representatives there by the 
personal directions and instructions of the 
Queen herself, who desired that they should 
stand out distinguished from the other Am- 
bassadors on the canvas. 

In this connection it may be recalled that 
precisely the same thing occurred in con- 
nection with the Queen’s golden jubilee ten 
years previously, and that in the picture 
representing the ceremony of 1877 in West- 
minster Abbey the late Mr. Phelps, whose 
death has so recently taken place, but who 
was at the time the United States Envoy, 
occupied, by direction of the Queen to the 
artist, a far more distinguished place among 
the chief guests than was actually his on the 
occasion, | 


It would appear that the extraordinary

Lord Beauchamp's resignation of the lu- 
crative office of Governor of New South 
Wales, which carries with it a salary of 
840.000 a year, besides fat allowances, is 
tantamount to a dismissal, and thus brings 
to a premature close a term of office which 
has been quite the reverse of glorious, and so 
unfortunate from the outset as to discourage 
the Ministers of the crown in London from 
ever again intrusting colonial Governorships 
to such young, and, above all, such exceed- 
ingly immaculate young men as the Ear! of 
Beauchamp. He is only 28 years of age, and 
while he is exceedingly good looking and 
possesses an air of distinction and high 
breeding, yet a few months before his ap- 
pointment he rendered himself guilty of the 
breach of good taste in having himself 
painted by the French artist Benjamin Con- 
stant in all the blatant vulgarity of his robes 
as Mayor of Worcester, Moreover, he was 
absolutely irrepressible in his eagerness to 
deliver speeches of a most sententious, self- 
conscious, and ex-cathedra character on 
every possible and conceivable occasion. In 


no matter where Mr. Smith was born he. 


fact, he is a good young fellow, utterly spoilt 
and converted into an almost impossible prig 
by the incense burnt round him by the 
church people, who constituted his habitual 
entourage until he went out to Australia. 

Even before he reached Sydney he had 
already rendered himself guilty of a terrible 
“faux pas by sending a dispatch to the 
colony over which he was called upon to 
rule wherein he referred altogether unneces- 
sarily to the fact that New South Wales hed 
originally been a.penal settlement, and the 
original colonists nothing more nor less than 
time-expired convicts. This is a point on 
which the people of New South Wales are 
particularly sensitive, and for their new 
Governor to remind them of it was not cal- 
culated to endear him in their eyes. On 
arriving at Sydney he at once identified him- 
self with the extreme Sabbatarian element, 
declined to countenance race meetings, al- 
though the sporting strain is particularly 
strong in the Australian blood; turned his 
face against theatrical] entertainments, and 
then took charge of a Bible class in the 
parish in Sydney in which the government 
house is situated. 

Then he aroused the indignation of the 
large number of people of French origin and 
birth in the colonies by a plaform reference 


to the Dreyfus case, in which he abused the 


French government and its methods, wind- 
ing up a most extravagant denunciation of 
France by thanking his Maker that he was 
not a Frenchman. This led to official com- 
plaints of his conduct by the French govern- 
ment, resulting in a full-fledged diplomatic 
incident just at the moment of all others 
when the English government was most 
anxious to avoid any cause for trouble with 
France. 

Added to this he inaugurated a degree of 
ceremoniousness at Government House to 
which Australians are not accustomed, and 
are far too democratic to tolerate, their re- 
sentment being particularly excited by his 
dividing his guests into various classes at his 
entertainments, those with blue jackets be- 
ing treated with more consideration than 
those with white cards of invitation, from 
whom the latter were kept apart by means 
of barriers of ribbon, while no one was per- 
mitted to approach the young Governor or 
his house party unless summoned to his 
august presence by an A. D. C. 

Finally, there was his refusal either to rise 
from his/chair or to doff his hat to the 
strains of God Save the Queen,“ on the pre- 
text that he was himself the representative 
of her Majesty. In fact, there is no end to 
the stories current about him, all indicative 
of an abnormally big head, an inconceivable 


amount of priggishness, and much youthful | 


inexperience. 


It will scarcely be believed that this ex- 
ceedingly pious. young man was sent 
down from Oxford, that is to say virtually 
expelled from the university. While at 
Christ Church he had numerous rows with 
the Dean, notably one in connection with 
the latter’s refusal to allow him to attend a 
ball at Blenheim, and so strong was the 
spirit of revolt within him that the Dean, in 
severing the young peer’s connection with 
Christ Church,-declined to give him that 
“certificate of good conduct which was 
indispensable to enable him to secure admis- 
sion to some other Oxford College. He con- 
sequently left the university without taking 
his degree. 

His peerage is quite modern, being less 
than 100 years old, and his connection with. 
the historic house of Beauchamp, which 
played so great a role in English history, is 
indirect and remote, his patronymic being 
Lygon.’” His home is at Madresfield 
Court, a grand old place of Tudor architec- 
ture, surrounded by a moat, and standing 
in the midst of a beautifully wooded park.

INTERNAL MIGRATION IN ENGLAND.— 
In a paper read before the Manchester Literary 
and Philosophical society entitled, On Internal 
Migration in England and Wales,, Professor 
Fjux gave an account of the results of the net in- 
ward and outward movement in each registration 
district of England and Wales in the intérval be- 
tween the censuses of 1881 and 1891. Measuring 
intensity of movement by the proportion of net 
migraticn to mean population, the absorption is 
most marked in the London suburbs and in con- 
veniently situated watering places. These move- 
ments indicate some amelioration of the evils of 
life in crowded cities. The districts from which 
efflux has been strongest are found in the south- 
west, in Wales, on the Scotch boraer, and in 
northeast Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. Move- 
ment from a district in one county to one in an- 
other county involved a transference of about 
172,000 males and 230,000 females, whilst some 
418,000 males and 201,000 females left the country. 

DEATH FROM ELECTRIC DISCHARGES.— 
In an article in the Comptes Rendus MM. Prevost 
and Battelli describe 270 experiments which were 
made upon dogs, rabbits, and guinea-pigs, the 
animals being inserted in a condenser circuit, 
charged by a Ruhmkorff. The number of fatal 
cases decreased with increasing weight and age; 
tw> consecutive discharges of 1,000 joules did not 
kill a dog of seven kilograms weight. Quickly 
consecutive discharges have an accumulative ef- 
fect, but are comparatively less fatal than single 
discharges. Five phases are distinguished in the 
effects; general muscular contraction, convulsions, 
spasms, general inhibitions of the nervous sys- 
tem, stoppage of the heart’s action; young guinea- 
piss cannot be revived even after the second phase 
y artificial respiration. * 


THE FUR SUPPLY.—A paper on the blue fox 
(vulpes lagopus) of the Pribiloff Islands, Bering 
Sea, by Mr. Lucas, is timely now that furs are in 
season. Fox farms or ranches for breeding 
the animals exist not only in the Kbeuttan 
Islands, but in islands off the coast of Maine. 
The foxes of Pribiloff feed on sea birds, seai pups, 
and dead seals, for which they go out on the ice 
floes in spring. ‘‘ Dead-fall’’ traps have been 
superceded by box traps, which do not kill 
the animal, and the blue female is set free. White 
females, however, are killed in order to produce 
a breed which does not blanch in winter. Male 
foxes are spared if the supply is likely to fail, 
and all foxes let loose are marked. by chpping a 
ring from their tails. It is hoped to turn the 
blue fox from a monogamous to a polygamous 
animal in order to increase the supply of fur. 
This fox is not crafty or wary of man and is taken
